; carries an outstanding statement. "Some of Frank Shaughncssy'a 
critics," states this paper, "received food for thought when the 
-youthful McGill team defeated Tigers, University of Toronto and 
M.A.A.A. all in nine days. "Shag" is on his way to another reign 
of supremacy and he is still the best coach in Canada." 

We need not say more Our contemporaries have expressed 
themselves in no uncertain terms and we sincerely endorse their 
opinions of the Dominion's greatest rugby mentor, Mr. Frank 
Shaughnessy, of McGill.

Pro- 
tection for England will, in his esilj 
matton, result in tremendous benefit 
to the Empire as a whole. It will bind 
not only economically but will hold 
the various parts of the Umpire to- 
gether in a deeper sentimentality. 

The issue of Protection or free 
trade which is being fought in Eng- 
land proves to be as full ot Interest 
for the public, and is as tempestu- 
ous as in the days of Chamberlain 
and his. protectionist policy.
